announcement, a few hours later, that 
he would not survive the operation was 
received with perfect calmness. 
"It is 
odd, he observed, dryly, "that after 
dodging the bullets for four years in 
«the war, and after facing danger for 
twelve years in and around mines, I 
flbould at last be killed by a freight- 
car.* 
The next morning he was dead, 
(having retained his consciousness and 
calmness to the end.

The following rules and regulations 
were adopted at the last Januray meet- 
ing of the board of trustees and will be 
found in the report then ordered pub- 
lished, a copy of which every lot owner 
is entitled to and can obtain by calling 
on the secretary or superintendent. 


The secretary will issue to each pro- 
prietor of one or more lots one ticket of 
admission into the cemetery under the 
regulations, the violation of any of 
which, or a loan of a ticket involves the 
forfeiture of the privilege: 


1. No person is to be admitted with 
a gun, nor are fire-armd of any kind, or 
fire-crackers, or the like to be discharged 
on the premises, except such as are ap- 
propriate at military funerals. 


Visitors will be admitted on week 
days from 9 o'clock a. m., until sun- 
down. 
All visitors must leave thé 
grounds before dark. 
On Sundays, ad- 
mission not until 3 o'clock p. m. 


3. 
No vehicle is to be driven in the 
cemetery faster than a walk; and per- 
sons are requested not to drive off of the 
avenues nor turn on the grass. 
Drivers 
must remain on their seats or by their 
horses during funeral services. 
All om- 
nibiises, band wagons, or similar heavy 
vehicles are absolutely prohibited. 


4. No horse is to be fastened, except 
at a post provided for that purpose, and 
no horse is to be left unfastened without 
a keeper. 


5. All persons are prohibited from 
gathering flowers, either wild or cultiva- 
ted, or breaking any tree, shrub, or plant 
upon the premises. 


6. All persons are prohibited from 
writing upon, defacing or injuring any 
monument, fence or other structure in 
or belonging to the cemetery. 


7. No money is to be paid by visitors 
to any person employed upon the ground. 


8. 
Children will not be admitted 
without their parents or guardians, or 
some person in charge of them. 


9. No person or party having refresh- 
ments of any kind will be permitted to 
come within the grounds. 
Those hav- 
ing baskets or bags of any kind will be 
required to leave them with the gate- 
keeper. 


10. Except in case of emergency, 
when lots are required for immediate use, 
the superintendent will not attend to the 
selection or sale of lots on Sunday. 


11. Visitors are reminded that these 
grounds are sacredly devoted to the in- 
terment of the dead, and a strict observ- 
ance of all that is proper in a place so 
dedicated will be required of all 
uisit it. 


12. No visitor will be permitted to 
disturb the fish, birds or fowls. 


The superintendent and his d^fities 
are invested with full police power to ar- 
rest without warrant and take before the 
Mayor of Fort Wayne or a justice of 
of the peace, any offender in these 
grounds, and the company exact the dis- 
charge of this duty. 
They will expel 
from the cemetery any person disturb- 
ing its sanctity by noisy, ..boisterous ùr 
other improper conduct, or who shall 
violate any of the foregoing rules, and 
will subject the offender to due punish- 
ment.

Mad 
Bavarian 
Monarch, 
Drowns Himself. 


MUNICH, June 14.—King 
Liidwig, 
who was recently deposed from the Ba- 
varian throne, committed suicide at 6 
o'clock yesterday evening. He had gone 
out for a promenade in the park of Berg 
castle, accompanied by Dr. Gudden, his 
physician. 
The king suddenly threw 
himself into Stamberg lake and was 
drowned. 
His physician jumped into 
the water to rescue the king and was al- 
so drowned. 


The medical commission which exam- 
ined the late King Ludwig, report he 
had several members of the ministerial 
deputation, headed by Count Holstein, 
who called upon him to procure his con- 
sent to a regency, to be flogged until 
they bled and then have their eyes ex- 
tracted. 
Before his death the belief was 
spreading among the common people ©f 
Bavaria that the king's deposition was 
illegal. 
The people did not believe he 
was insane. 
Precautions had been tak- 
en to prevent the populace from rising 
to restore the king. 


King Ludwig's suicide has cast a deep 
gloom over Munich. 
Now it is seen 
that the people were deeply attached to 
the king. 
Evidences are everywhere 
manifest of the popular sorrow caused 
by his tragic death. 


At 10 o'clock this morning the gener- 
als of the Bavarian army met and took 
the oath of allegiance to King Ludwig'a 
brother, Otto, who at once assumes the 
title of king under the name of "Otto 
the First." 
He is three years yonnpjer 
than Ludwig, 
Otto, however, will be 
simply nominally king, as he is mentally 
incapable of government, and Prince 
Lutipold, his uncle, will remain regent. 
The generals of the army have taken the 
oath of allegiance to Prince Lutipold as 
regent.

Government. 
Out of this grant arose 
an enterprise which has been carried on 
to the best interest of all parties therein 
concerned, in proof of which the books 
have ever been open for the investiga- 
tion of any authorized agent. 
In fact, 
to my knowledge, such investigation 
has always been invited. 
The manage- 
ment not only protected the Govern- 
ment, but a system was created which 
enabled 
the 
helpless and ignorant 
Indians engaged in the work to save 
such a proportion of their earnings that 
there is to'-day to their credit in the 
banks of 
San Francisco $100,000— 
which amount has gone into the coffers 
of the company for the simple consider- 
ation of five barrels of very ordinary 
whisky. 
This instance alone is suifi- 
cient to show the purity and integrity of 
the man's life. Such an example should 
be written on the mile-posts of the 
highway, chiseled in the cliffs along the 
trails of the Rocky Mountains, gravea 
in the granite of the Sierras, hewn on 
the tall pines of the Pacific slope, and 
commemorated in the flows in the 
valleys of the dead Senator's adopted 
State."

The year 1824 marks the day when 
8.40 was considered a remarkable trotting 
record for a mile. Maud S., the present 
champion, came to the front in 1880 ^th 
2.101, while her record is now atJBf. 
Sporting men claim that the horse will yet 
be bred which can go a mile in two minutes, 
while bthers hold that Maud S.'8 time can- 
not be beaten. 


Not less surprising than this rapid re- 
duction in the trotters' time is the speed 
with which Athlophoros has grown into 
public favor. As a single instance of its 
efficacy may be mentioned the case of 
Mr. W. D. Murphy, of No. 310 Yandes 
street, Indianapolis, Indiana, who tells thia 
story:

Robert Toombs made application, 
afte» <;he war, to be admittedJ^ imMS- 
tice I Judge Erékin^B oour^aa^was 
refused.

When he arrived 
where Erskine 
was, 
Mr. 
Toombs 
said to him : "So, twenty years ago when 
you were drinking buttermilk out of a 
swill-tab in the boga of Ireland, t wasa 
practitioner before ijie court which you 
now disgrace. Fifteen years ago, when 
I was a Senator in Congress, you were 
selling lager beer from behind the 
counter of a Charleston groggery, and 
at no period in ten years has any gen- 
tleman seen the time when he could af- 
ford to notice you on the street; and 
yet, sir, you, who are perjured in ac- 
cepting the Office you now hold, pre- 
sume to refuse gentlemen the right to 
practice before you. " Here Erskine 
rose and told Mr. Toombs he could not 
stand such language, as hé regarded it 
as insulting. 
Mr. Toombs told him in 
a very contemptuous manner to be 
seated. "The only mortifying part of 
the whole matter, " he said, "was that 
he had felt himself obliged to use such 
language to one of so abject and cow- 
ardly a nature as to render him inca- 
pable of resenting it." 


Mr. Bobert C. Winthrop, after his 
defeat for re-election as Speaker, made 
an able rejjly to some of the unman- 
nerly assaults upon him during the 
contest. 
He said that he had hardly 
reached the capital before he found 
himself held up in the Democratic or- 
gan as a desperate abolitionist, while 
abolition papers in reply exhibited him 
at equal length as a rank pro-slavery 
man. 
Mr. Andrew Johnson, of Ten- 
nessee, came next to the onslaught, and 
arraigned him in the most ferocious 
terms as having prostituted the preroga- 
tives of the chair to sectional purposes, 
and as having framed the committees of 
the House in a manner and with a view 
to do injustice to the South. Mr. Gid- 
dings, of Ohio, following, after a due 
delay, denounced Mr. Winthrop with 
equal violence, as haring packed the 
most important of those committees 
for the purpose of betraying the North. 
The one proclaimed him to be the very 
author and originator of the Wilmot 
proviso ; the other reproached him as 
being 
a 
downright, 
or 
at 
best 
a disguised, enemy to that proviso. 
The one exclaimed, as a very climax of 
his condemnation, "I would sooner vote 
for Joshua B. Giddings himself than 
for Bobert C. Winthrop." The other 
responded with an equally indignant 
emphasis, "And I would sooner vote 
for Howell Cobb than for Bobert C. 
Winthrop ; he cannot do worse, he may 
do better." Well might Mr. Winthrop 
console himself under these conflicting 
accusations by quoting in his speech 
those noble lines of Milton. 
Fame, if not double-faced, is double-tongned. 
And with contrary blast proclaims most deeds ; 
On both his wings, one black, the otl^-^r white. 
Bears greatest names in his wild airy flight. 
But it was not only the members from 
Tennessee and Ohio who contributed 
to this amiable and inconsistent testi- 
mony concerning Mr. Winthrop's pub- 
lic conduct and character. 
One of his 
colleagues from Massachusetts, Mr. 
Allen, cast in his mite also, both by 
prompting others at his elbow, and by 
the more manly method of direct accusa- 
tion. 
Mr. Winthrop noticed him and 
his fellows by quoting the castigation 
administered by Edmund Burke to one 
of the petty cabals which infested Great 
Britain during the period of the French 
Bevolution, and which were attempting, 
as he said, "to hide their total want of 
consequence in bustle and noise, and 
puffing, and mutual quotation of each 
other. " "Because half a dozen grass- 
hoppers, "said he,"under a fern make the 
field ring with their importunate chink, 
whilst thousands' of great cattle, re- 
posed beneath the shadow of the British 
oak, chew the cud and are silent, pray 
do not imagine that those who make 
the noise are the only inhabitants of 
the field, that of course they are many 
in number, or that, after all, they are 
other 
than 
the 
little, 
shrievlled, 
meagre, hopping, 
though loud and 
troublesome, insects of the hour." 


Prof. Page made a trial trip with his 
electro-magnetic locomotive on Tues- 
day, April 29, 1851, starting from 
Washington. 
The 
progress of the 
locomotive was at first so slow that a 
boy was enabled to keep pace with it 
for several hundred feet. 
But the 
speed was soon increased, and Bladens- 
burg, a distance of, I l^lieve, about five 
miles and a quarter, was reached in 
thirty-nine minutes. 
When within two 
miles of that place, the power of the 
battery being fully up, the locomotive 
began to run, on nearly a level plane, 
at the rate of nineteen miles an hour, 
or seven miles faster than the greatest 
speed heretofore attained. 
This veloc- 
ity was continued for a mile, when one 
of the cells cracked entirely open, 
which caused the acids to intermix, and, 
as a consequence, the propelling power 
was partially M ukened. 
Two of the 
other cells subsequ«!ntly met with a 
similar disaster. 
The Professor pro- 
ceeded cautiously, fearing obstructions 
on the way, such as the coming of cars 
in the opposite direction, and cattle on 
the road. 
Seven halts were mi»de, oc- 
cupying in all foBty minutes. But, not- 


withstanding these hindraaeea and do- 
lays, the trip to and £rom Bladensbnrg 
was accomplished in one minnte le 
than two hours. The celk were made 
of l i ^ eprth^i^re, for the pi^^pose 
of ex^riment meirely, witbout refer- 
e n t to dnra^ty. 
This pari of the 
appaiatiui o o ^ therefore ¡easfly be 
gninled a g a i ^ mishf^. i^e great 
point established was, that a locomotive 
on the principle of Prof. Page could be 
made to travel nineteen miles an hour. 
{BtUi it was found on subsequent trials 
that the least jolt, such as that caused 
by the end of a rail a little above the 
level, threw the batteries out of work 
ing order, and the result was a halt. 
This defect could not h« overcome, and 
Prof. Page reluctantly abandoned his 
discovery. 


Mr. Asa Whitney came to Washing- 
ton in 1850-51 with his original scheme 
for the construction of a railroad from 
Lake Michigan to the Pacific Ocean. 
He asked the government of the United 
States to cede to him a belt of land 
sixty miles wide, along the 
entire 
length of tile proposed b'ne, which 
would be about 78,000,000 acres. For 
this grant he engf^ed to pay 10 cente 
an acre, or $8,000,000; and he also en- 
gaged to construct the railway, and to 
people the country through which it 
passed, realizing his own profit out of 
the proceeds of the sale of the surplus 
lands on each side of the road. And 
he finally proposed that the railway 
should then become national property, 
free from all tolls, except what might 
be actually required to keep it in re- 
pair. 


BP AM IS H 
BOAT-WOMEN. 


It is remarkable that though the 
wine-boats are rowed exclusively by 
men, many other river boats are man- 
aged entirely by women and girls. 
Small, light, flat-bottomed boats, used 
as ferryboats, or for passengers going 
up and down the river, or for carrying 
market produce, are not only worked, 
but are often owned, by women. 
With 
white awnings spread over the heads of 
the passengers in hot weather, these 
boats are picturesque 
objects 
seen 
from the high shore, as they flit about 
on the deep green water of the Douro 
where it flows through the town. 
The 
boat girls always push the oar instead 
of pulling it. They seem incapable of 
fatigue, they are buxom and not ill-fa- 
vored, and they wear the becoming 
Portuguese costume. When they desire 
smartness, a8 on market days, the cor- 
rect number of petticoats is fourteen, 
many old and of thick material. These 
stick out all round in a manner rather 
perhaps curious than pleasing, and the 
eflFect is rather heightened by a form of 
padding that goes all the way round 
just below the waist. This heavy cos- 
tume is completed by a sort of bodice, 
usually made of stout linen covered 
with some bright-colored 
material, 
laced up the front, and tight fitting. It 
stops short about an inch above the 
waist, and the white underskirt bulges 
out all round. 
This sort of white skirt, 
with large loose sleeves, is a real and 
most eiTective work of art. Bound the 
neck and on the shoulders it is caught 
into numerous gagings, and some fine 
needle work is inserted in front; over 
this a handkerchief is crossed. Another 
handkerchief is put on the head, on the 
top of which is placed a round felt 
"pork-pie" hat. The bright silk hand- 
kerchief and the black hat are the ob- 
jects on which all the rustic wealth is 
lavished. 
The hat is trimmed with vel- 
vet, and between the brim and crown is 
a row of little black silk tufts. A hat 
is made to last two years among the 
well-to-do peasants. Its construction is 
very solid, the felt being nearly a quar- 
ter of an inch thick, heavy, and hot. 
These picturesque Portuguese costumes 
can be seen at their best in the numer- 
ous rowing boats that come down the 
Douro to Oporto on market days. 
The 
women then put on all their jewelry, 
fine ornaments that have descended 
from mother to daughter for genera- 
tions. A large gold heart, from an 
inch and a half to six inches in length, 
and finely wrought, is one of the oldest 
forms of these ornaments. 
The heart is 
suspended to a string of gold beads, 
light and well wrought on their surface 
with a design of clearly Moorish origin. 
The beads also are heirlooms, and some 
lucky individuals have as many as 
twenty rows, each strung on common 
string. 
Crosses of filigree work of an- 
cient design are also worn, together 
with modern cheap lockets of poor 
German gold.—Art Journal.

DITCHDrO BY STEAM. 


The Great Dredge at Work on 
Eel River and What it Costs. 


Boltz and Derheimer have a $16.000 
contract to open the branch of Eel river 
in this county and their steam dredge is 
nowatwoA. They will dig out ten 
miles of the drain, which runs into Whit- 
ley county, and it may occur wise to the 
farmers there to continue the work some 
five milee, completing the creek into its 
main channeL This will drain and make 
fertile a vast territory of land in this and 
Whitley county and add much to the re- 
sources of botli 


The steam dredge is a marvel and of 
interest now because Little river is to be 
excavated in that way. The dredge 
came from Buoy rus and costs $7,000. It 
is manipulated on a flat boat and an im- 
mense crane operates the iron kettle-like 
scoop, throwing earth out right and left, 
some twenty-five or thirty feet from the 
main cut 
This machine eats its way at 
the rate of 1,200 yards a day and six men 
man it Mr. Fred C, Boltz tells us he 
wül operate it night and day, beginning 
next week, using an electric light to 
brighten the surroundings. 
The ditch 
is built six feet deep and twenty-five 
feet wide, and to see that dredge eat its 
way fairly through that earth is certain- 
ly worth a days joumey. Messrs. Boltz 
& Derheimer will bid on the Little river 
ditch, which will cost something like 
$150,000, and if they get that contract 
Mr. Bolts can put fifty steam dredges at 
work on it in a month. 


Their Eel river ditch gang live in a 
cottage-like boat that floats behind the 
steam dredge on Eel river, and follow- 
ing it is their coal fiat, making quite a 
novel train in that hitherto wild region. 
Hundreds of farmers throng the place 
daily to see the great contrivance.

KING LUDWIG, 


The 
Mad Bavarian . Monarch, 


Drowns Himself. 


MUNICH, June 14.—King Liidwig, 


who was recently deposed from the Ba- 
varian throne, committed suicide at ft 
o'clock yesterday evening. He had gone 
out for a promenade in tbe park of Berg 
castle, accompanied by Dr. Gndden, his 
physician. The king suddenly throw 
himself into Stornborg lake and was 
drowned. His physician jumped into 
the water to rescue the king and was al- 
so drowned. 


The medical commission which exam- 


ined the late King Lndwig, report he 
had several members of tho ministerial 
deputation, headed by Count Holstcin, 
who called upon him to procure his con- 
sent to a regency, to bo flogged until 
they bled and then have their eyes RK- 
traot«d. Before his death tho belief waa 
spreading among the common people of 
Bavaria that the king's deposition was 
illegal; 
The people did not believe ho 


was insane. 
Precautions had been tak- 


en to prevent the populace from rising 
to restore the king. 


King Ludwig's suicide has cast a deep 


gloom over Munich. Now it is soon 
that the people wore deeply attached to 
the king. 
Evidences arc everywhere 


manifest of the popular sorrow oauaod 
by his tragic death. 


At 10 o'clock this morning tho gener- 


als of tho Bavarian army met and took 
the oath of allegiance to King Ludwig'u 
brother, Otto, who at ouco assumes tho 
title of king under tho name of "Otto 
the First." He is throe years. younger 
than Ludwig. Otto, however, will bo 
simply nominally king, as he is mentally 
incapable of government, and Prince 
Lutipold, his uncle, will remain regent. 
The generals of the army have taken tho 
oath of allegiauco to Prince Lutipold aa 
regent. . 


IT is worthy of'noto as a sad coinci- 


dence in the history of tho family nf 
Hon. Goorgo H. Fondlotnn that tho 
brother-in-law of that gentleman lost 
his life more than twenty years ago in a 
manner almost similar to that in which 
his wife died a few days ago—a runaway 
accident. Mr. Pondleton's sister was 
married to a very wealthy gemMomuu 
named Bowler, who lived in one of tho 
finest suburban rosidencss of Cincinnati.

.Small, light, liat-bottomed boats, nacd 
as ferryboats, or for .passengers going 
up and down the river, or for carrying 
market produce, are not only' worked, 
but are' often'owned, by'women: With 
white awniiigs spread over' the 'heads' of 
the passengers': in; hot weather, these 
boats ''are picturesqub 
objects 
seen 


from the'high 'shore, as:they flit about 
on tho deep green water of the Douro 
where it flows" through tho town. The 
boat girls always push, tho par instead 
of pulling it. They.soem incapable of 
fatigue, they are bnkozn and not' ill-fa- 
vored, and ! they we'ar the becoming 
Portuguese costume. When they desire 
smartness, as on market days, tho cor- 
rect number of .petticoats is fourteen, 
many old and of thick material. These 
stick but all round in a manner rather 
perhaps curious than pleasing, and the 
effect is rather heightened by a form of 
padding that goes iill ttio 'way round 
just below the waist:' This heavy cos- 
tume ia completed by "a sort of bodice, 
usually made of stout linen covered 
with"'' some' bright-colored 
material, 


laced up the front, and tight fitting. It 
stops short about an inch above the 
waist/ and the white underskirt bulges 
out all round. This sort of white skit, 
"with large loose sleeves, is a real and 
most effective work of art. Bound the 
neck and on the shoulders it is caught 
into numerous gagings, and some fine 
needle work is inserted in front; over 
ibis a handkerchief is crossed. Another 
landkercliief is put.on the head, on tho 
;op of which is placed a round felt 
'pork-pie" hat. The bright Bilk hand- 
terchief and the black hat are tho ob- 
jects on which all the rustic wealth is 
lavished. 
The hat is trimmed with vel- 


vet, and Ixitween the brim and crown is 
a row of little black silk tufts.

Its construction is 
very solid, the felt being nearly a quar- 
ter of an 'inch thick, heavy, and hot. 
These picturesque Portuguese costumes 
can be seen at their best in the numer- 
ous rowing boats that ox>me down tho 
Dburo to Oporto on market days. Tho 
women then put on all their jewelry, 
fine ornaments that have descended 
Tom mother to daughter for genera- 
tiunB. 
A largo • gold heart, from an 


inch and a half to six inches in, length, 
and finely wrought, is ono of the oldest 
forms of these ornaments. The heart ia 
suspended to a string of gold beads, 
light and well wrought on their surface 
with a design of clearly Moorish origin. 
Tho beads also are heirlooms, and some 
lucky, individuals Imvc as 
many as 


twenty rows, each strung on common 
string. 
Grosses of filigree, work of an- 


cient design are also worn, together 
\vith"modoriV cheap loekcts of poor

DITCHING Bl~ STEAM. 


Tlie Oreat Dredgo at Work on 


Eel River and What It Costs. 


Boltz and Derheimor have a $16.000 


contract to open the branch of Eel river 
in this county and their steam dredge is 
now at work. They will dig out ten 
miles of the drain, which runs into Whit- 
lay county, and it may occur wise to the 
farmers there to continue the work some 
five miles, completing the creek into its 
main channel. This will drain and make 
fertile a vast territory of land in this and 
Whitley comity and add much to the re- 
sources of both. 


The steam dredge is a marvel and of 


interest now beoanse Little river is to be 
excavated iu that way. 
The dredge 


oame from Buoyrus and costs 87,000. It 
is manipulated on a flat boat and au im- 
mense crane operates the iron kettle-like 
scoop, thiowing earth oat right and left, 
some twenty-five or thirty feet from the 
main out. This machine eats its way at 
the rate of 1,200 yards a day and six men 
man it. Mr. Fred C. Boltz tells ns he 
will operate it night and day, beginning 
next week, using an electric light to 
brighten the surroundings.

Is built six feet deep 'and*'twenty-five 
feet wide, and to see that dredge eat its 
way fairly through that earth in certain- 
ly worth a days journey.

& Derheimer will bid on the Little river 
ditch, which will cost .something like 
(150,000, and if they get that contract 
Mr. Boltz can put fifty steam dredges at 
work on it in a month.
